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From Hindenburg Line Analyzed by Simonds 


HE trouble with all previous al- 

lied offensives had lain in the fact 
that all resources were concen- 
trated on a narrow front and the concen- 
tration betrayed to the enemy the direc- 
tion in which the attack was coming and 
enabled him to make a counter concen- 
tration. The fault with the German of- 
fensives of this year has lain in the fact 
that they consumed all their energy and 
resources in dealing one colossal blow, 
and when that failed to achieve a de- 
cision they had to stop and prepare a 
new blow, giving the enemy equal op- 
portunity to prepare and recover from 
the consequences of the first blow. The 
merit of Foch’s strategy has lain in his 
ability to expand the pressure over a 
very wide front and multiply his partial 
thrusts so that the enemy was never able 
to get his breath and never*able to an- 
ticipate in which direction the next blow 
was to fall. In a word, you have the dif- 
ference between a brute and a man 
trained in self-defense. The brute un- 
dertook to destroy his antagonist by a 
few terrible blows. \ Foch parried or 
dodged these, and then began to play 
his antagonist, putting him on his de- 
fensive at the Second Marne, worrying 
him at the Third Somme and making his 
ultimate defeat beyond question at the 
battle of the Hindenburg Line. Never 
was the superiority of French to Ger- 
man military science more perfectly re- 
vealed. French, like German, strategy 


Summary of What Foch Has Accomplished . 


is based upon Napoleonic principles, but 
while the German only imitated Na- 
poleon, the allied Commander-in-Chief 
interpreted him. The Foch strategy has 
to be seen whole to be appreciated in its 
fuli splendor. He used all the resources 
which he had. He co-ordinated the op- 
erations in Palestine and Macedonia 
with those in Flanders and Champagne, 
the result was the most wonderful cli- 
max of any military campaigm Damas- 
cus, Beirut, Uskub, Nish, Lille, Douai, 
Cambrai and St. Quentin fell, if not at 
the same moment, at least in rapid suc- 
cession; the world, German as well as 
allied and neutral, had the sudden im- 
pression of visible collapse, the simul- 
taneous collapse of all the various ele- 
ments in the German world empire. In 
the second week of September that em- 
pire reached the Jordan and the Eu- 
phrates on the south and touched the 
North Sea on the Belgian Coast. By 
the end of the second week in October 
it stopped at the Danube and was rap- 
idly receding from the Belgian coast. 
Its Austrian faction was crumbling into 
ruins and its Bulgarian and Turkish de- 
partments were in dust and ashes. Bel- 
gium and Serbia were emerging from the 
German waves.

Only west 
and north of Lille and south of Laon did they 
hold any valuable ground which had not been in 
their hands in the spring, while only east of 
Cambrai had they lost any important positions, 
likewise in their hands in March. 

On all this front of nearly 200 miles the Ger- 
mans stood behind a system of defense which 
had been elaborated over two, and in some places, 
over four years. They possessed all the points of 
vantage and from Arras to Soissons they had be 
fore them that desert created by the famous 
Hindenburg retreat of 1917, which challenged 
the best efforts of allied engineers to construct 
lines of communication for their advancing 


| armies. Behind the Germans was an undevastat. 


ed country with lines of communication devel 
oped during four years of occupation. 


Germany Still Had Advantage. 


Between March 21 and Sept. 26 the Germans 
had tried and failed to win the war by a colossal 
Their failure had cost them many 
prisoners and many guns, but they had not yet 
lost more prisoners or more guns than they had 
taken in the successful phase of their offensive. 
It may even be doubted if their total losses were 
much greater than those of their foe, although 
their practice of selecting the best elements in 
their armies and grouping them in storm units 
had exposed them to much heavier losses of their 
best material. 

All things considered, the Germans stood in 
much the same position in- which they had fn 
previous years beaten off allied offensives, notably 


Flanders, 
the allied advance so slow and so costiy that it 


would achieve no material results before bad 
weather ended the campaign and oe 


( the impossibility of a military decision and dem-

Although he must have recognized 
that he could not permanently hold the Belgian 
aistricts between the Scheldt and the sea, Laden- 
dorff was obliged to gain time In which to remove 
the enormous accumulation of supplies and guns 
in the doomed region. Accordingly, he sent more 
reserve divisions to Planders and for the mo- 
ment the Anglo-French drive slowed down. It 
did not stop; neither here nor between the 
Meuse and the Argonne was pressure relaxed, but 
for the moment allied purpose was achieved and 
no useless sacrifice of men was made in too 
eager exploitation of undeniable success. 

Having made Ludendorff anxious for both his 
flanks, Foch was now ready for his master 
stroke. Already the British between the Scarpe 
and the Somme, between Dowai and St. Quentin 
had been active, had pushed forward and taken 
many valuable “jumping” laces. On Oct. 8, on

Ella Flagg Young of Chicago, chair- 
man of the National Woman's Lib- 
erty Loan Committee, died here to- 
day of pneumonia following a short 
illness from influenza. 

Mrs. Ella Flazve Young was 4 
leader of progressive ccucational 
ideas, to which she devated more 
than 50 vears of her life. She was 
chosen superintendent of Chicago's 
public schools in 1909 from a list of 
<ix candidates, five of whom were 
men, and held the position several! 
years. 

She inaugurated many important 
reforms, among these being the 
teaching of sex hygiene and the en- 
largement of the kindergarten 
course. 

Mrs. Young was born in Buffalo. 
N. Y., Jan. 15. 1845. She was mar- 
ried to a Chicago merchant in 1868, 
but her hushand died 4 yeur later.

66 EEPING a light’’ on the Mississippi means that 
whoever is so employed has pledged himself - 
to brave every risk to keep the lamps burning. In 
storms, high water and perils, when other men would 
seek the safety of their homes, all light keepers must 
see that the safety of navigation is assured. Men 
and women, black and white, tend the lights in the 

1200-mile stretch from St. Louis to New Orleans. 

Capt. Hiner was master of the lighthouse boat Ole- 
ander for a number of years. When President Roose- 
velt made his trip down the Mississippi River the 
superintendent of the district at Memphis notified all 
the light keepers to place their lights in “extraordi- 
narily good condition as the President of the United 
States might land anywhere along the river and make 
an inspection of the station.’’ 

The keeper at Mitchell’s Light, Tenn., sent back the 
following reply: 

“The President of the United States is welcome to 
inspect my light, now or at any time, without my hav- 
ing to make an especial effort to stand his scrutiny.” 
That was perfectly true of most of the stations, Hiner 
declares. When President Taft made his inspection 
of the river, a similar letter, sent out by the district 
superintendent, brought forth this reply from the keep- 
er of the Huffman (Ark.) light:

intendent of nurses and head of the training 


School for nurses at Barnes Hospital, Wash-- 


ington University, who went to France as chief nurse of 
the St. Louis Base Hospital Unit, No. 21, and who has 
since been appointed to the responsible position of 
Chief Nurse of the American Red Cross in France. 

Her letters were written, without any idea of pub- 
lication, to her father and mother. Because of their 
value, her father has consented to their publication 
in a book, .under the title of “Finding Themselves” 
(MacMillan). He is the Rev. Henry A. Stimson, for 
many years pastor of the Pilgrim Congregational 
Church in St. Louis, and now pastor emeritus of the 
Manhattan Congregational Church, New York. 

The letters, extracts from which are given here- 
with, form a daily record of the St. Louis unit since 
it left this city in May of last year and took over a 
British hospital at Rouen, France. The patients spoken 
of are all British soldiers, whose habit it is to address 
every nurse as “Sister.” Miss Stimson was a bit sur- 
prised on finding that, according to British regulations, 
her title was that of *‘Matron.” 

ROUEN, June 17, 1917. 
HE other day I nearly disgraced myself 
when the matron took me with her to 
the large tent from which all outgoing 
patients were sent off in ambulances to 
the trains or boats. One man was point- 
ed out to me as having both legs off 
and one arm and part of the remaining 
hand also, but he was smiling cheerfully and chaffing 
with the sisters. 

As I passed him he said: “Sister, will you put out 
my cigarette for me?’ Stooping over him, I took it 
out of his mouth and asked him if he didn’t want any 
more of it, as it wasn’t half burned away. And he 
said, pulling out his huge bandaged hand from under 
the blanket: ‘No, sister, thank you, I only want a 
little of it, since I can’t take it out of my mouth after 
I once get it in.” 

It seemed as though my throat would burst, and I 
had to think very quickly how absurd it would be 
for the new matron to weep before all these heroic, 
stoical men. So I got myself together speedily while 
I was putting out the cigarette in the sand with my 
boot toe. And he was only one, and there are thou- 
sands like him. 

One of the most pitiful groups are the “shell shocks.”’ 
The other night the explosion of shells could be dis- 
tinctly heard, and almost all of these cases shook as 
though they were having convulsions all night. As 
one of them said: ‘Some poor devils are getting 
theirs now.” One interesting case was brought in 
unable to speak several days ago.

UR surgical hut looks like a carpenter shop. We 
have about 10 beds under a wooden canopy 
frame, to which the poor shattered legs of our blown- 
to-pieces men are fastened. When a leg is broken in 
half a dozen places and there are several gaping 
infected wounds besides, it is something of a trick of 
carpentry and mechanics to make the poor fellows 
comfortable, put on extensions so the legs won't con- 
tract, and yet make it possible to irrigate the wounds.

July 25, 1917. 
UR nurses don’t need any “Hate Lecture” after 
what we have seen in the past few days. We 
have been receiving patients that have been gassed. 
We had a very bad case the other night who had 
not slept one hour for four days and nights, and 
whose coughing paroxysms came every minute’and a 
half by the clock. 

When finally the nurses got him to sleep, after rig- 
ging up a croup tent over him so that he could breathe 
steam from a croup kettle over a little stove that had 
literally to be held in the hands to make it burn prop- 
erly, they said they were ready to go down on their 
knees in gratitude, his anguish had been so terrible 
to watch. It is diabolical the things the Germans do, 
simply fiendish, and like the things that would be ex- 
pected from precocious ‘degenerates.

August, 8, 1917. 

UR hospital is very full and we have very many 
bad cases. My nurses are beginning to show 
the effect of the emotional strain. I have had about 
a dozen of them weeping, so I am hunting about for 
more forms of diversion. We are having a little dance 
in our mess tomorrow night and perhaps I can get up 
some bridge parties or some other games. I! would 
have given a good deal myself to have had someone 
like mother to weep on last Sunday. Naturally, I 
cannot do any weeping here, since | have to be wept 
on; but there are times when it would be such a com- 

fort to be braced myself. 

There was really nothing wrong on Sunday, but 
that day we had so many sick men to look after, 
and things got a bit complicated and several purses 
got hysterical and I felt things were just too much. 
Anyone would have thought so if they had seen our 
poor gassed men who are so terribly burnt. 

One of my most stolid nurses came to me that day 
and said: “I just don’t know how I am going to 
stand it, taking care of so and so.’ I said: “Why 
not?’ and she replied: “When he was brought in 
to us he was so badly burned we could hardly see any 
part of him that we could touch except the back of 
his neck; but that isn’t the worst part—instead of curs- 
ing or moaning he was singing, and I just can't stand 
that.”

Nov. 16, 1917. 

HAVE been making many speeches this week 
| * * * All the poor new nurses had to have me 
tell them, not rules and regulations, for they can read 
these on the bulletin board, but a little about the 
way we feel after six months and some of the processes 
we have been through. * * * 

When I! told them of the change-that had come 
over most of us in the six months we have been here, 
I surprised them so much. I told them we had come 
glad to pay that part of the price that was eonvenient. 
We had been quite willing to give, say six months’ 
service, and give up our big pay for a while, and as

long as our health did not suffer, and so long as it 

was not really a hardship to anyone. 

But I had seen the change coming to us all, that a 
bigger price than that was expected of us. I told 
them how proud I was to see them all coming to 
the conclusion that no price would be too big to pay 
for what we were working for. I told them of the 
peace that I knew had come to them because indi- 
vidually they had decided that their future plans did 
not count, their hopes deferred were of no importance, 
or their health, so long as their efficiency was not 
impaired, or their families, or their whole lives. 

The change has really comey It has been most no- 
ticeable. I felt it in myself, of course, and no longer 
am: restless and questioning. And the questions of 
so many that came to me for the first few months 
about the possible length of time, etc., have entirely 
ceased. 

About two weeks ago I had to tell two nurses, for 
whom I had applied for discharge after six months, 
that it was refused. One was to go home to be married 
and the other was to join her husband, whom she had 
married one hour before we left St. Louis. Both were 
so splendid about the matter, and acted as though 
this was the decision that they themselves would have 
made; I was most impressed. And that is the spirit 
of the whole group. Nurses say all the time: “I 
couldn’t be hired to go home, knowing what I know 
now.”

Nov. 25, 1917. 

FEW days ago an interesting little incident oc- 

curred. There was aeknock at my office door. 
When I opened it, there was a patient in his clumsv 
blue suit, steadying himself against the wall. 
you tell me where I can find the matron?” he saic. 
“Yes, right here,” I answered: “I am the matron. 
What can I do for you?” 

He was so wobbly he almost had to lean up against 
the wall. ‘“‘SSomebody told me,” he said, ‘‘that you had 
a violin. I am a professional violinist and I have not 
touched a violin for five months, and today I couldn't 
stand it any longer, so 1 got up out of bed to come 
and find you.” 

I made him come in and sit down. As it happened, 
I had a new violin and bow, which had been bought 
for our embryo orchestra, here in my office. The vio- 
lin wasn't tuned up, but that didn’t matter. The man 
had it in shape in no time, and then he began to play, 
and how he could play' 

We let him take the-violin down to his tent, and 
later I sent him some of my music. He was.a “shell 
shock,” and the next few days, until he was sent to 
England, he played to rapt audiences of fellow pa- 
tients.

Dec. 28, 1917. 

HE wind is swirling and howling outside and it is 
very cold, about the coldest day we've had, |! 
think. It’s an amusing sight to see Miss Taylor and 
me doing our work down here mornings with mittens 
on. With those nice fingerless ones, we can type- 

write or write most comfortably. 

It has been for over two weeks that some fire 
buckets in my sitting room have been solid ice. Every 
morning the water in our pitchers is frozen and the 
ink in our fountain pens. We have to jerk our tooth- 
brushes out of the glasses and pry the soap off the 
soap dishes. In the mess, our drinking water bottles 
have ice in them. There is one story that some be- 
lieve and some don't but the nurse swears it is true. 
and that is—that her hot-water bottle was frozen solid 
in the morning in her bed. 

It is most amusing the howls one hears in the morn- 
ings; it is so hard to get up. The fires don't get 
things warmed up a Dit, for a long time; it is like 
getting up out of doors. We all have schemes about 
how to dress at night so that the dressing in the morn- 
ing will necessitate the least exposure and changing. 

The chilblains hurt and are awful, but heroic treat- 
ment helps. There are parades of barefoot ladies who 
go and walk in the snow nights, then come in and 
rub and roar; then there are the cold water. foot 
baths. which are said to be worse than the snow 
treatment. Occasionally a day or two off is neces- 
sary for very bad hands or feet.

WANT to tell you about our wonderful Christmas 

The nurses and doctors, helped by a few home gifts, 
raised about $600 to be spent. About $200 of that, it 
was decided, was to go to some Rouen charity for 
children. 

Then for our patients we bought pork, extra, for their 
dinner, and beer. The English Government sent them 
plum puddings. We wanted chicken or turkey, but 
found we could not afford it for so many But they 
loved the pork.
